THE THIRD TIME. 


DR. TALMAGE’S CHURCH AGAIN 
DESTROYED. 


TARIFF BILL MAY

Are 


Fire B reaks Out Yesterday Morning 
Just as the Congregation Is Leav­ 
ing the Church— Regent Hotel Also 
Destroyed—Loss About Two Mil­ 
lion Dollars.

14.—Ju st 
a fte r services a t noon yesterday and 
w hile Dr. Talm age w as shaking hands 
w ith members of his congregation fire 
b u rst out betw een the pipes of th e 
organ and w ithin ten m inutes th e big 
tabernacle w as doomed to to ta l de­ 
struction. 
A djoining the church was 
the H otel Regent, eig h t stories in 
height, w ith a fro n tag e of 90 feet on 
Clinton avenue and extending back 200 
feet to W averly avenue. T he fire spread 
from the tabernacle to th is h otel and 
th en to the dw elling houses on Greene 
and W averly avenues, opposite the 
tabernacle. 
The 
w ind carried the 
blazing cinders in such q u an tities in a 
southeasterly direction th a t dw elling 
houses in 
W ashington avenue, tw o 
squares aw ay, and also th e Summer 
field M ethodist church w ere set on fire 
by them ; b u t the g reatest loss on any 
one of these stru ctu res did n o t exceed 
815,000. 
T he 
to tal loss, however, 
reaches over 82,000,000. 
The first alarm w as quickly followed 
by a second, th ird and fo u rth w hich 
brought o ut all th e ap p aratu s in th e 
w estern d istrict of the city. 
B ut the 
church w as doomed, and every effort 
was 
devoted 
to * saving 
adjoining 
property. 
In th ree hours only the 
bare w alls of one of the costliest 
structures of B rooklyn rem ained stan d ­ 
ing. 
Long ere this, however, it became 
evident th a t th e H otel R egent w as 
doomed. 
T he inflam m able n atu re of 
the 
m aterial and th e g reat 
open 
am phitheater of th e tabernacle gave 
such a d raft th a t the fire w as forced 
into the air in colum ns of flames th a t 
m ade a fearful picture of destruction. 
F lakes of burning wood and red-hot 
cinders were sh o t up as from a vol­ 
cano, and, carried by a strong breeze, 
they sw ept th ro u g h th e air in every 
direction. 
Before long both sides of Greene 
avenue w ere ablaze. 
So w ere the 
buildings on W averly avenue, b u t as 
fast as the flames broke o u t the peo­ 
ple and the firem en extinguished them. 
The w alls of the tabernacle began to 
crum ble and fall, and the g reat rush 
o f flames w hich follow ed started th e 
houses burning again, and a t the sam e 
tim e flames w ere seen b u rstin g fo rth 
from the roof of Summerfield M etho­ 
dist church, a sh o rt distance away. 
W ithin h alf an hour the m agnificent 
hotel w as seen to be doom ed to de­ 
struction. 
No w ater could reach th e 
fire there. 
T he guests in th e h o te l had lost no 
tim e in m aking th eir escape. 
They 
w aited only to snatch up a few valua­ 
bles and run, b u t w earing apparel and 
o th er effects had to be le ft to the 
greedy flames. 
A fter the flames had 
licked aw ay th e 
supports beneath 
nearly all the fire escapes on the no rth 
w all of th e hotel, w ith a large portion 
of the w all itself, th e w all fell into 
th e m ass of debris w ith a roar like a 
d ista n t cannonade. 
T his w as quickly 
follow ed by the fall of a section of 
ab o u t th irty feet in h eig h t on the 
W averly avenue side of the hotel, and 
from th a t tim e up to 8 p. rn. huge 
m asses continued to fall. 
A t la st 
accounts 
tw o 
firemen, 
E dw ard Sheridan and John K elly of 
tru ck IO, had been p ro strated by heat. 
The fu rn itu re in th e hotel, w hich 
cost from 8200,000 to *8250, OOO, is en­ 
tirely destroyed, the to ta l loss on the 
building and its contents footing up in 
the neighborhood of 8850,000. 
The 
loss falls upon th e B rooklyn H otel 
company. 
T he fire spread w ith lightning-like 
rapidity, and before sunset had de 
stroyed 
property to 
th e 
value of 
82,000,000. 
The trustees of the tabernacle m et 
and decided to rebuild the church b u t 
n o t on th e same site. 
The insurance 
and th e m oney realized from the sale 
of the p resent site w ould enable them 
to pay off all th e ir debts. 
Then ac­ 
cording to th e plan they w ould raise 
8200,000 and w ithin a year w ould be­ 
gin to build. 
A bout 870,000 it was 
th o u g h t w ould be sufficient to nay for 
a site and a less expensive building 
w ould be erected. 
I t w as decided th a t Dr. T alm age s 
to u r around the w orld should begin 
to-day, as arranged. 
He w ill s ta rt in 
th e evening for Philadelphia and pro­ 
ceed from there to A tlanta, Ga. A fter 
visiting some southern cities he w ill 
go to San Francisco and sail from 
th ere to H onolulu and afterw ard to 
New Zealand, A ustralia, India, Spain, 
E ngland and other foreign countries.

A panic ensued am ong the spectators 
w ho were w atching th e fire and they 
fled in all directions. F o rtu n ately the 
burning benzine w hich w as flung into 
th e air in sheets of liqud fire had con 
sumed itself before settlin g dow n over 
th e crowd. 
The explosion w as fol­ 
low ed by a panic th a t can not be de­ 
scribed in words. 
Blind, unreasoning, 
pitiless in stin ct of self-preservation 
showed itself and the w eak w ent down 
before the strong in m ultitudes of 
cases in the fran tic rush to escape 
w h at seemed to th reaten a horrible 
death. 
In the stam pede men, as well 
as wom en and children, w ere throw n 
down and trodden over. 
Thirty-five 
of the firemen were burned so th a t the 
skin peeled off th e ir faces and hands, 
and the hair was singed off th eir 
heads and faces. 
Of the m any others 
who are slightly burned, there is no 
record, and the to tal num ber of those 
burned and injured in the stam pede 
w ill reach IOO persons. 
W ith all the 
suffering this fire w ill cause th e prop: 
erty loss w ill not exceed 85,000.

are building a large sewer on piles, 
and if they succeed in their undertak­ 
ing, which is to cost Sl,5()0,000, they 
will have done a great deal toward 
solving a very difficult problem.

To get over 
this difficulty piles of yellow pine 
twelve inches square are to be driven 
down to rock bottom about three feet 
apart.

Same Qualities 'N hlch Make a Good Hus­ 
band Make a Successful Trainer. 
John Penji, the train er of 
the 
Hagenbeck lioness, Helene, is a true 
philosopher, and he has a theory 
th a t will bear inquiry. 
He says th a t 
lionesses are like vfomen and th at a 
lioness tam er w orthy of the name 
m ust be a man who understands 
womankind. 
One does not usually go to an ani­ 
mal show for philosophy, but Mr. 
Penji has been in the business for 
twenty years, is m arried, and his 
life in both respects has been suc­ 
cessful. 
‘The trainer of wild b e asts/1 he 
said, “ m ust be a philosopher, or else 
he is a failure. 
He m ust have rea­ 
son for everything he cloes and he 
m ust do very few things th a t are 
foolish. 
“Once there was a lion tam er 
somewhere who thought th a t because 
he could 
make 
his beast jum p 
through a big hoop, th at he could 
make him do anything. 
One day, 
w ithout previous training, ho tried 
to make him open his m outh and let 
him put his head into it. 
T hat was 
folly. 
No philosopher would have 
dared to do such a thing. 
He never 
did it again. 
History records the 
fact th at after the lion had received 
the train er’s head into its mouth, 
the anim al neglected to return it.11 
Continuing his theory of the sub­ 
ject, Mr. Penji said: “ The nature of 
a lioness and th a t of a woman are 
alm ost identical. 
T reat a woman 
w ith honesty, confidence and nobility 
of character and she is your friend!. 
She will even sacrifice self for you, 
and the same is true of a lioness. 
“ The lion tam er m ust sh6w him ­ 
self as upright, honest, painstaking 
and of even tem peram ent. He m ust be 
gentle yet firm, and let her see by 
his actions th a t he is fairm inded and
